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| THE ATLANTIC ROUTES 





It is most exasperating when discussing Atlantis to 
be told that nobody crossed the Atlantic before Christopher 
Columbus. While Columbus was the first traveller who 
dared to tell of his discoveries to the West, he was but 
one of a long series of mariners of every nation and clime 
who had crossed the Atlantic. 

There were three main routes for the Atlantic cross- 
ings. The first was for the peoples of the North whose 
route was via Iceland, the South of Greenland, to the 
coasts of Canada or New England. 

The next route for races living further to the South, 
was via the Azores, and from thence to the Caribbean Sea. 
This was, in substance, the path of Columbus. 

The third route, for the Africans of the West Coast 
was via the Canaries or the Cape Verde Islands and the 
Azores, thence to the southern end of the Caribbean. 

All these routes must have been in use from early 
times. it is possible to fit many of the travellers tales 
of the past into them without difficulty. There must 
also have been many cases of unfortunate scamen who were 
shipwrecked and who driftcd onto the American coasts 
without having any possibility of return to tell the 
story. 

These portulans, or marincrs guides, are well known 
to all students of early geography, it would seem certain 
that Plato was able to check points in his Atlantean 
story from them. 

Much of this issue has been devoted to the Azores, 
whose past history gives us a clear indication of the 
importance of this group to the early travellers.

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| JULES VERNE AND ATLANTIS | 





It is now over half a century since the death of 
Jules Verne, and nearly three quarters of a century since 
the writing of his famour “Twenty Thousand Leagues Under 
the Sea" in which we read of a glimpse of Atlantis 
which may well become factual any day. 

The speaker who is a passenger with Captain Nemo on 
the Nautilus, has stopped at a point 16° 17 Longtitude 
and 330 22 Latitude (about midway between Madiera and 
the Azores) has set out in a diving suit for an under- 
water exploration at dead of night. They are a couple 
of miles from a submarine volcano in full eruption. 

Later they reach the flanks of the mountain and there he 
sees: “a ruined town, its roofs fallen in its temples 
razed, its bridges broken, its pillars recumbent on the 
soil, where one could perceive the solid proportions of 
a kind of Tuscan architecture; further were some fragments 
of a gigantic aqueduct; here the elevation of some 
acropolis, with the floating shapes of a Oarthenon; 
there the remains of a quay, as if some ancient port had 
sheltered from the ocean some now forgotten merchant 
vessels and triremes of war; further still long lines of 
fallen walls, wide deserted streets, a whole Pompeii 
beneath the waters, which Captain Nemo was resuscitating 
before my eyes". 

"Where was I? Where was I? I wanted to know this 
at any cost, I wanted to speak, I wanted to tear off the 
sphere of copper which imprisoned my head. 

"But Captain Nemo came to me and stopped me with a 
gesture. Then, picking up a fragment of chalky stone, 
he moved towards @ rock of black basalt on which he wrote 
this word: ‘ATLANTIS’. 

"With a flash it all came to me. Atlantis, the 
ancient Meropidae of Thermopompus, the Atlantis of Plato, 
this continent denied by Origen, Porphry, Jamblichus, 
a'Anville, Malte-Brun, Humboldt, who put. its disappear- 
ance as a legend, admitted by Posidenous, Pliny, Ammianus, 
Marcellinus, Tertullian, Engel, Sherer, Tournefort, 
Buffon, d'Avezac, and I had it before my eyes, still 
bearing irrefutable proofs of the catastrophe. This 
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was the drowned region which was outside of Europe, of 
Asia, of Libya, past the Columns of Hercules, where had 
lived this powerful Atlantean race, against which had 
been made the first wars of ancient Greece". 

"The historian who handed down to history the main 
facts of this heroic time, was Plato himself. His dia- 
logues of the Timaeus and the Critias, may well have been 
written under the inspiration of Solon, poet and legis- 
lator". (Here follows a summary of the Platonic story.) 

"Such were the historic memories which the inscrip- 
tion of Captain Nemo brought to my mind. And here, by 
the strangest of fates, I was actually standing on one 
of the mountains of the continent: I was touching with 
my hand these ruins aged by a thousnnd centuries and 
contemporary with the geological epochs: I was walking 
where had walked the contemporaries of earliest man: 

I was crushing with my heavy boots the skeletons of the 
animals of this fabulous time, which had once enjoyed 
the shade of these now fossilised trees: 

"Why was time so short: I would have liked to go 
down the steep slopes of this mountain, to cover the whole 
of this vast continent which had doubtless linked Africa 
and America, and to have visited its great pre diluvial 
cities. There, perhaps, before my eyes, lay stretched 
Machimos the warlike; Eusebius the peaceful, whose gigan- 
tic inhabitants lived for centuries, and who had the 
strength to pile up these huge blocks of stone which 
still resist the force of the waters. One day, perhaps 
some submarine eruption would throw these sunken ruins 
to the surface! Many submarine volcanoes have been 
reported in this part of the ocean, and many ships have 
felt extraordinary shocks when passing over these tor- 
mented depths. Some have heard dull sounds which re- 
corded the battle of the elements; others havc picked 
up volcanic cinders thrown cbove the lcvel of the watcr. 
All this ares as far as the Equator is still prey to the 
activity of these plutonian forces. And who knows 
whether, in some yet distant time, the accumulation of 
larva and ashes may not cause these flaming summits to 
appear once again dbove the waves. 

“While I was dreaming thus, while I was endeavouring 
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to fix in my memory all the details of this grandiose 
landscape, Captain Nemo, leaning against a mossy mono- 
lith, remained motionisss and as one petrified in a 
Silent ecstasy. Was he thinking of the vanished gen- 
erations and asking them for the secret of human destiny? 
Was it here that this strange man came to recapture 

the memories of history, and to relive this life of old, 
he who had no use for the life of today? What would 

I not have given to know his thoughts, to be able to 
share them, to understand them: 

"We stayed on this spot for an hour, contemplating 
the vast plain, and the light of the flowing lava which 
from time to time took on a suprising intensity. The 
interior bubblings sent rapid shivers through the upper 
soil of the mountain. Deep sounds, clearly transmitted 
by this liauid covering, repercussed with a majestic 
grandeur. At this moment the moon appeared above the 
waters and threw a few pale rays on the sunken continent. 
It was only a gleam but the effect was indescribable. 
The Captain got up, throwing a last glance at the 
immense plain. Then with a wave of his hand he signalled 
me to follow him." 

Bearing in mind that this was written when modern 
submarines had scarcely made their appearance, this 
episode of the Nautilus resting on the upper flanks of 
one of the submarine mountains of the Atlantic, and 
seeing the ruins of Atlantis may happen any day from 
now. At the moment it is not possible for human beings 
to actually leave the submarines to inspect the soil, 
but this can be done equally well by television cameras. 

I have always maintained that anywhere on the 
slopes of the Azores or the Canaries would be a most 
suitable spot to discover remains of the Atlantean 
culturee Submarine or bathosphere or just a television 
camera lowered down into the sca, it matters little 
which means is employed, only let it be soon: 
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| THE AZORES AS AN ATLANTEAN CENTRE? 





Do the Azores, that fabulous group of scattered 
volcanic islands in the Atlantic Ocean between the Portu- 
guese coast and the West Indices, hold some of the clues 
capable of establishing once and for all that the lost 
continent of Atlantis did exist? 

Thirty five years of research into the problem have 
convinced me that the Dolphin Ridge, of which the Azores 
form the northern-most point, must once have been the 
mountainous backbone of Atlantis and that on it will be 
found any traces that still remain after 13,000 years. 

Just ten years ago on a golden autumn morning, the 
Swedish schooner Albatross nosed her way up the muddy 
waters of the Thames Estuary and docked in London on her 
way home to Gothenburg. 

There were no brass bands and waving flags to wel- 
come her and her decks were cluttered with modern scienti- 
fic instruments instead of the rich trophies of newly 
conquered lands, but Albatross was returning triumphant 
from a modern voyage of discovery that may well prove 
as dramatic in its world-wide implications as Columbus' 
discovery of the New Worlde For in the hundreds of 
samples of sand and rock deposits carefully raised from 
the bed of the Atlantic during her 15 months voyage lay 
answers to a secret that has baffled enquiring minds 
Since the time of Plato. , 

Shortly afterwards, Professor Hans Pettersson, the 
Leader of the Expedition stated in the "Times" of London, 
that the Atlantic Ridge, from the Azores down to Ascen- f 
Sion Island, was mainly above water 15,000 years ago, 
in other words at the time of the existence of stlantis. 

The publication of the full results of the Albatross 
Expedition, which are now about due, should both con- 
firm and extend the pioneer work of the German expedition 
ship, Gauss, which in 1901 sounded the Romanche Deep and 
brought up 2 sediment core showing that between 20,000 
ond 10,000 years ago, the bottom suddenly subsided some 
3,000 fathoms to its present great depth, and of the 
U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey of 1936, which revealed 
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a change of 12,000 feet down and then up again along 
a strip between the north eastern Atlantic Coast and 
the Congo. 

If it can be established that the general sea 
level of the Atlantic Ocean has sunk as much as the 
drowned valleys along its shores suggest, then the Mid- 
Atlantic Ridge must once have been above sea level in 
the shape of a long narrow continent with a central 
mountain range reaching to some 6,000 feet. Dr. Rene 
Malaise, of the Swedish Museum of Natural History, 
believes that it was there until the Great Ice Age, 
when it sank owing to the cooling influence of the ocean. 

Captain Hans Hain, who commanded the German Naval 
research ship Meteor in the North Atlantic Expedition 
of 1938, described the discovery of the great Meteor 
Bank in a letter to me: “Hitherto the charts of area 
had indicated depths of nearly 5,000 metres. Within two 
hours the soundings showed a rise from a depth of almost 
4,000 metres to 262 metres. On the bank itself, the 
soundings indicated an even, flat surface." In the 
Porto Rico channel Captain Hain reports the greatest 
depth yet discovered in the whole Atlantic Ocean - 

8,530 metres. 

From Captain R. Dahl I received some years ago a 
description of sunken lands which he had actually obser- 
ved from a ship between Fayal (Azores) and Abaco. "The 
sun was high, the sea calm and very clear and I could 
see very deep down", writes Captain Dahl. “Suddenly I 
noticed a dark flat area passing slowly by and then 
several more patches, some larger and some smaller, and 
all about the same depth under the surface of the ocean. 
I estimated that they were about 90 - 100 metres dis- 
tant and I am convinced that what I saw was the ocean 
bed and that these were beds of weed on a light- 
coloured ground." 

Though the Hydrographic Institute have assured 
Captain Dahl that it is highly improbable he could have 
seen the ocean bed, this report is of particular interest. 

When the Portuguese Prince Henry discovered the 
Azores in 1413, they were uninhabited, although they 
showed traces of several previous cultures and were 
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well known to mariners. The Arab geographer Edrisi had 
written of them in the 12th Century, the 11th Century 
Celtic romance of Maeldune tells of a horse race on what 
can only have been the island of Corvo, where not only 
was a hoard of coins of the 3rd Century B.C. from Carth- 
age discovered but also a large equestrian statue with 
the outstretched hand of the rider pointing to the West. 
It is of interest to note that all the coins except one 
had racchorses on them. The classical islands of Pluvalia 
and Capraria known to Statius Sebosius the Classical 
Geographer have been identified as Santa Maria and San 
Miguel. 

It may therefore be assumed that the Azores, being 
the mountain peaks of Ancient Atlantis, and the sole 
traces of the Continent above water, with the possible 
exception of Ascension Island, formed the object of 
expeditions from all the nations of antiquity seeking 
for traces of their cultural forbears. Penetration fur- 
ther westward was hampered by the Sargasson Sea, that 
vast accumulation of debris from the lost island. Now- 
adays this once dreaded region for sailors is scarely 
more than ©2 nuisance to the ships which have to pass 
through it, probably in a few hundred years it will 
have vanished altogether. 

Reference to the islands may also be found in the 
Voyages of St. Brandon and of Maoeldune and in the port- 
olans and maps of the early navigators. These portolans, 
which were books of sailors’ instructions in common use 
from the time of Solon, BeC.550, until they were super- 
seded by the maps and charts of the 15th and 16th cen- 
turics, are rarely considered by scrious scientists, 
but it seems fairly certain that Plato had several in 
his possession when he wrote the first story of Atlantis. 

The late Dr. Rendel Harris, the distinguished auth- 
ority on early cultural relations between the 01d and 
the New Worlds, wrote two monographs on the Azores, 
nos 10 and 11 in the Sunset Essays. The first gives a 
detailed description of the find of Carthagenian coins, 
together with illustrations depicting them which were 
published in the “Gotheborgske Wetenskaps og Witterheits | 
Samlingar" for 1778. 
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However the second Rendel Harris Essay, goes into 
some detail about the voyage of Maeldune in relation 
to the Azorcs. The voyager came to a series of islands 
as below: 

1. They saw land with great flocks of ants coming 
down to the beach. This has now been identified with 
the Formigas, a group of rocks which would first be 
sighted by a ship coming from the East. 

2. They came to a broad flat island. Near the 
shore they saw a broad green race course. Struck with 
fear they retreated. When they had got a little way 
from land they saw a vast multitude of people on the 
sea making for the island, where they landed and made 
straight for the race course. This island has been 
identified with Corvo, where the equestrian statue and 
the carthangenian coins with horses heads on them were 
found. Corvo may well have been the racing centre for 
the whole Azores group. 

3. They came to an island of speaking birds, some 
black, some brown, and some speckled, who were all shout- 
ing and specking with human voices. Rendel Harris quotes 
two portolans of the 15th Century, listing an “Ila de 
ancells" or “Isle of Birds". 

Rendel Harris identifies other islands in the group, 
but these are adequate to prove that the Azores were 
certainly known toships masters in the dark ages, just 
as they had been to the Carthagenians and their prede- 
cessors. 

Another voyager who certainly crossed the Atlantic 
was Bran, or if you prefer it, St. Brendan, who was 
stated to have sailed for the West from Ireland in AD 551. 
The St. Brendans Isle on the Ortelius Map of 1570 may 
well have been one of the Azores. 

In the same manner Madoc, the Welshman, who sailed 
to the West about 1170 AD with a fleet of several vessels, 
found a land where he lived for.a long time. He returned 
to Wales and sailed once again and never returned. 
Whether he stopped in the Azores or not is unclear and 
we do not know which route they took, but Catlin, writ- 
ing in his "North American Indians" in 1841, referred 
to the Welsh speaking Tuscaroba tribe of Red Indians, 
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and Southey made the tale a subject of an epic. 

The list of early explorers is large, the various 
groups of Atlantic Islands were known to the Arab geo- 
grapher Edrisi, at a period when the learning of Western 
Europe had sunk almost to zero. In fact it would appear 
that not only was the Atlantic trade route known to many 
ships masters of varying races and times, but that the 
Azores had been a port of call for ships back to the 
days of remote antiquity. 

Incidentally, those people who believe the fate of 
Atlantis to have been affected by the Wegener theory of 
Continental Drift should consider that continents drift 4 
at a rate measured in inches per annum and that the sep- 
aration of the American from the European and African 
continents must have taken millions of years, while the 
alteration in their position since the time of Atlantis 
could not possibly exceed one or one and a half miles, 
which would be insufficient to account for the disappear- 
ance of the lost continent. 





| THE CAPITAL CITY OF ATLANTIS AND THE GUYOTS 
-~by N. Th. Zhirov 








Guyots are flat topped submarine peaks, first de- 
tected in the Pacific by Hess, and subsequently noted in 
the Atlantic. They are volcanic cones the tops of which 
have been croded by waves from shallow seas. At the » 
base of the cone there is a ring shaped trench some hun- 
dreds of metres in depth and several kilometres in width. ) 
These volcanic cones rise to a height of 2000 metres above 
the sea bottom and probably maintained this height for 
& long period of time, after which there were successive 
Subsidences as many of the guyots have abrased terraces 
and all of them have flat tops. The final subsidence 
put the summits some 1000 to 1500 metres below the sur- 
face of the sea. 

As Miocene limestone has been found on some of the 
Azores islands, this demonstrates that at this period 
there was a shallow sea in the area and that the origin 
of the Mid Atlantic Ridge and of Atlantis could have 
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occurredlater, probably at the end of the Miocene and 
well into the Pliocene, as this geologically short 
period of intermediary time the volcanoes in a shallow 
sea, a base for future guyots, could not create the high 
cones and great ring shaped trenches required. Instead 
hill-like elevations alone were formed which continued 
in existence after the formation of the Atlantean Con- 
tinent and on one of them was sited the capital city 

of Atlantis. 

This opinion is supported by the obvious volcanic 
origin of the hill on which the capital stood with 
fountains of hot and cold water, and by the existence 
of trenches, terraces, and small hills. In the Platonic 
account of the fall of Atlantis, it is stated that these 
were created by the Gods, i-e. Poseidon, not by men, 
which presupposes a natural and not an artificial origin 
for the ring canals of the city.

This is the other version of the rhyme which was 
published in Volume II No 6 of ATLANTIS for September-

It should be observed that this custom of floating 
wheaten cakes on the waters is universal. Every river, 
every spring, every lake, had a goddess and a priestess. 
The ritual has, however changed with the centuries. 

Then one gave money to the priestess and floated the 
cakes on the water. Nowadays people cat the cakes and 
throw coins in the fountain. But the basic principle 
remains the same. The Polish girls who used to float 
little paper boats down the Vistula on, I think, All 
Hallows Eve, were but adhering to a tradition which is 
very nearly as old as humanity itself.

FOOTNOTE TO HOERBIGER'S COSMIC ICE THEORY 
by N. Th.

In my article "The Cosmic Ice Theory brought Up-to- 
date"* I hypothesised that the Earth at one time had a 
stone-ice ring, similar to those of Saturn. I have now 
ascertained that A.H. Fretz, published an article on 
this very point in "Science" Vol 87, pages 346-7, 1938, 
entitled "The level of the oceans during part of the 
Caenozoic Era. (i.e. within the last 50 Million Years). 
The author wished to explain by this hypothesis the 
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great rise which occurredin the sea levels, more than 
would have been caused by the melting of the great glac- 
iers of the Ice Age. 

But he gives no explanation of the origin of the 
ice ring.

THE THEORY OF TIDES AND ATLANTIS | 





Since the last war Professor N. Boneff of Sofia 
University has published several papers on the Theory 
of Tides and its relation to the problem of Atlantis. 

At the moment I have three of them in front of me: 

An Application of the Theory of Tides to the Problem 
of Atlantis, Feb.49. 

The Theory of Tides and the Origin of Lunar Format- 
ions and of the Siesmic Regions of the Earth, Aug.19h9. 

The Theory of Tides and the Myth of the Deluge and 
the Duplicity of Eros. Jul. 1950. 

(All the above were written in French and published 
in Sofia). 

However the recent publication by Michel Nahas in 
Paris, of his book: “The Mechanics of the Globe and its 
Structure; Vol 1: External Mechanics and the Theory of 
Tides," Paris 1954, in which he has worked out a fresh 
mathemathical basis for the Theory of Tides. This new 
evaluation of the formulae on which the classical Theory 
of Tides depends, may have its influence not only in 
many calculations relating to the past history of the 
Earth, to the Hoerbiger Theory, and also to the sending 
of rockets from the Earth to the Moon. The new formula 
takes account of the tangential Lunar rays, of the radial 
Solar and Lunar rays, and gives explicit and detailed 
methods of calculating 211 these. 
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THE GREAT SIBERIAN METEOR 








In 1907 a large meteor fell in Tungusen in Siberia, 
doing an immense amount of damage. Owing to its dis- 
tance from any centre of civilisation it was a consider- 
able period of time before any detailed investigation 
was possible. 

However, at some time just after the last war 
Professor A. Kazantsev told an audience at the Moscow 
Planetarium that in his opinion the meteorite might have 
been a space ship, possibly from Mars, which exploded 
its uranium fuel on striking the Earth. 

Obviously after 50 years there would now be little, 
if any radiation to be detected in the area, but it 
would be of interest to know if any tests have been made. 

Also can any reader tell me where the original 
statement by M. Kazantsev was published and whether 
there has been anything more said on the matter since. 

For those who visit London it must be observed 
thet the Natural History Museum, having purchased a 
collection from the United States, now has what is prob- 
ably the largest display of meteorites in the world. 





| DEEP SEA SEDIMENTS | 





"The Relation of Deep Sea Sedimentation Rates to 
Variations in Climate” by W.S. Broecker, K.K. Turekian 
and Bruce C. Heezen. American Jour. of Science. V.256. 
Summer 1958. Pp.503-517 "The rate of deposition of both 
the carbonate and clay fractions are shown to decrease 
abruptlyfrom the high glacial rate approximately 11,000 
years ago. The observed correlation of sedimentation 
rate with surface ocean temperature and the extent of 
continental glaciation permits the dating of late Pleis- 
tocene events by reasonable extrapolations beyond the 
limits of radiocarbon dating. The beginning and end of 
the warm period preceding the last cold surface ocean 
water period are estimated at c. 150,000 and c. 70,000 
years respectively." 
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| LE PLONGEON, PAUL SCHLIEMANN AND HOERBIGER | 





In ATLANTIS for Sept-Oct. last, Vol II No 6, I 
published a note on Le Plongeon's reading of a cosmic 
catastrophe which seemed to fit in with the Hoerbiger 
Theory. Unfortunately I managed to pick the wrong one 
of two similar texts, and instead of giving that of Le 
Plongeon, I gave one from Schliemann, a mistake which 
was duly pointed out to me by Dr. Zhirov. 

To put matters straight here is the Le Plongeon 
translation of the Troano Codex, with the reservation 
that nobody else has ever been able to produce any- 
thing like it out of the Troano Codex, which, by the bye, 
is in Madrid not London. 

""In the year of Okan, on the 11 Muluc, in the month Zac, there 
occurred terrific earthquakes which continued without interruption 
until the 13 Chuen. The country of the hills of mud, the Land of 
Mu, was sacrificed. Being twice upheaved it disappeared during the 
night, being continually shaken by the fires of the under earth. 
Being confined, these caused the land to sink and to rise several 
times and in various places. At last the surface gave way, and then 
ten countries were torn asunder and were scattered. They sank with 
their 64,000,000 of inhabitants eight thousand years before the 
writing of this book'. 

In running through some old papers dated 1917, I 
came across another version of Schliemann's actions after 
having read his grandfather's notes. 

While they do not add much, they certainly raise the 
query as to what had happened in 1912-14 to prevent him 
from completing his book, and what was the fate of the 
manuscript, whether finished or not, after his death. 
This is a matter which is still a mystery, perhaps his 
wife might be able to help? 

"I realised that I faced a serious problem indeed, despite all 
the astonishing evidence, greater by far than anyone dreams, left me 
by my grandfather. There were other notes... in the secret safe in 
Paris... and the strict injunction that I should keep the matter 
secret until I had followed up his instructions, and had finished 
my research, 

"In my research I have made it a principle to retire to such a

seclusion that no periodical could reach me... I shall pursue the 
same course until my book is finished... 

"I at once proceeded to investigate the hidden collection in 
Paris. The owl-headed vase was unique, of obviously extraordinarily 
ancient origin, and on it I read this inscription in Phoenician 
characters, 'From the King Chronos of Atlantis'. I hesitated for 
days to break it, for I still thought that last letter of my grand- 
father might have been the result of mind weakened by the approach 
of death. I could see no reason why it should be broken, it seemed 
empty. I cannot tell, even now, how he came to know it should be 
broken; it may be he had found other vases of the kind at Hissarlik, 
and had broken them. He may have saved this vase because he felt 
that an absolute proof of the evidence should be in the possession 
of the one who should take up his work. 

"After all I broke it. I was not a little startled when out 
of the bottom of the vase slipped a square of white, silvery metal 
upon which was drawn strange figures, and an inscription which ws 
not like any hieroglyphs of writings I had ever seen. On the 
obverse side was engraved, in ancient Phoenician, ‘Issued in the 
Temple of Transparent Walls'. How did the metal get in the vase? 

I do not know. The neck was too small for its insertion, but there 
it was, and it had been imbedded in the clay of the bottom, and my 
grandfather had evidently known it was there. 

"If the vase was from Atlantis, the piece must have come from 
there too, and yet my examination showed me that the Phoenician let- 
ters had been cut in after the object had been under the die that 
made the figures on the face. This is a mystery to me even now. 

But there is the evidence. 

"Besides this I found in the collection the other material 
objects which my grandfather had said came from Atlantis. One was 
a ring of the same peculiar metal as the coins or medals. There 
was a strange-looking elephant of fossilised bone, an extremely 
archaic vase. The map by which the Egyptian captain had sought for 
Atlantis was there too. I prefer to save other objects for my extend- 
ed work, nor could I, under the instructions of my grandfather, tell 
of them. It is sufficient to say, no scientist can controvert them. 
The owl vase, the bronze vase, and the ring have the Phoenician 
inscription. The elephant and coins had not. 

"I... started to excavate around the ruins of Sais. I found... 
no trace of what I wanted. But one day I mde the acquaintance of 
an Egyptian hunter, who showed me a collection of old medals he had 
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found in a sarcophagus in one of the tombs near by. Who can describe 
my surprise in finding among his collection two of the same design 
and size as the white medal I had found in the vase of Troy? The 
figures were not so plain of detail, and the inscription was lack- 
ing - but they were undoubtedly of the same origin as mine. I pro- 
cured them from the hunter, and investigated the sarcophagus. It 
proved to be that of a priest of the first dynasty, one of the most 
ancient. 

"Yet, was I nct progressing? Here was the coin in the vase of 
Troy which, if my grandfather was right, came from Atlantis, and 
here were two of the same kind in a sarcophagus of a priest of the 
first dynasty of the Temple of Sais, the temple which held the 
records of Atlantis, and whose priest had recited them to Solon - 
the temple which had been founded by a son of Atlantis who had run 
away with a ‘daughter of Chronos,’ the name which was on the vase 
of Hissarlik that held the coin. How explain? 

"I called to my aid two great French geological experts, and 
we examined the West Coast of Africa at the points where my grand- 
father had indicated, and where he had believed the ancient Atlantis 
had touched that land. We found the whole shore here covered with 
signs of volcanic action. Some distance from the shore these evid- 
ences dropped, for many miles it was as though the volcanic action 
had chopped away land from the coast. Here I found the head of a 
child in same metal as that which formed the ring and the medals. 

It was embedded in an incrustation of volcanic ash of great age. 
The chemical analysis showed it to be exactly of the same strange 
alloy I have described. 

"I went to Paris and sought the owner of the Central American 
collection which my grandfather alluded to. He consented that I 
should break his owl-headed vase for the purpose of investigation. 

I broke the vase. 

"And out of it slipped a medal of exactly the same size and 
material as the three I had. The only difference was in the arrange- 
ment of the hieroglyphs. 

"Here were five links. The coins in my grandfather's secret 
collection. The coin in the Atlantis vase. The coins in the Egyptian 
sarcophagus. The coin in the vase from Central America. The head 
from the Moroccan coast. 

"I at once went to Central America, Peru, Mexico... to the 
Chucuna Valley... I will say that although I found fragments of owl- 
headed vases, I found no more medals there, but... inscriptions that 
will startle the world. I found other medals at the Pyramid of 
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Teohuatican, in Mexico, of the same alloy, but with different 
script. 

"T have reasons for saying that the strange medals were used 
as money in Atlantis forty thousand years ago. 

"'The Temple of Transparent Walls" was one of the national 
treasuries of the Lost Continent... Among the facts I have to reveal 
in my book, there are clear indication of the 'City of the Golden 
Gates,’ as it was called, and two clear references to the ‘Temple 
of Transparent Walls.' 

Whether Schliemann was an unprincipled hoaxer or an 
honest man who has been maligned by fate, only his relat- 
ives can tell. Everybody who was with the Hearst Press 
in 1912 who waés in any way connected with the original 
publication of the articles has now retired and died, 
there seem to be no other means of checking available.

Zagadki Matcrikov i Okeanov (Mysteries of Continents and 
Oceans) by S.V. Uzin. Moscow 1958, 22 pages. 

The author devotes one chapter (pages 100 to 127) 
of this popularisation to the Atlantis question. He gibes 
an account of the Platonic legend, some opinions from 
present day scientists, and considers that Atlantis may 
have been situated in the Eastcrn Mediterranean and may 
be identified with Crete (Norov, Karnogitzki and Berg) 


Madame Catherine Andrejeva, authoress of "Secular 
Enigmas", 2 book which is well known in the USSR and in 
Poland, (v. ATLANTIS Vol II, p.9.) has a new book on 
Atlantis for the young which is in preparation. 

Alexander Beliajev, the well known Soviet writer of 
scientific romances, who died near Leningrad in 1942 has 
@ story called the "Last Man from Atiantis", in the third 
volume of his collected works. (1958 edition). This gives 
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a scientific account of the destruction of Atlantis fol- 
lowing a revolt of the slaves. An interesting point is 
about the cutting of a vast statue of the Solar God of 
Atlantis by the use of a chain of mountains, so that the 
Acropolis of Athens lay in the palm of the hand of the 
God who regarded it with smiling approval. How this 
ties up with the recent discoveries by Dr. Ruzo of the 
gigantic sculptures of the Masma culture. 


A. Yanshin, member of the Soviet Academy of Sciences, 
writing in the "Vechernyaya Moskva" (Moscow Evening News) 
on the 3rd October, 1958, under the title: “Did Atlantis 
Exist", considers the evidence adduced in favour of the 
thesis: the Mid Atlantic Ridge with canyons which are 
probably recent subaecrial river valleys, the thickness 
of the sediments, etc., but considers that these data 
inadequate, writing: “These arguments are not considered 
by us as being of sufficient weight to adduce the recent 
existence of dry land in the centre of the Atlantic. 

On the contrary there are serious reasons for con- 
sidering that the high land which certainly existed in 
this region was submerged long before that time and, 
consequently, could not be the site of Plato's Atlantis." 
In general this view point is that of the beginning of 
the 20th Century. The writer finds the source of the 
Atlantis legend in the Phoenecian tales of the African 
states on the Guinea Coast. He shares the views of Leo 
Frobenius as to the legends of the Mosi and Yoruba tribes, 
the terra cotta heads found in the Bauchi Mountains, 
the great stone statucs of Nigeria, and the neolithic 
tools and ceramics of the Western Sudan. (Auf dem Wege 
Nach Atlantis. Berlin 1911, and numerous other public- 
ations on the subject) 


(Dr. Zhirov also draws attention to the fact that 
the inscription "When the Star Bal Fell" in ATLANTIS 
Vol II No.6, was erroneously attributed to Le Plongcon 
when it really came from Paul Schliemann. We regret 
the lapse of memory, but somehow we had the idea in our 
mind that Schliemann had also taken this from Le Plongeon 
as he did with the translation of the Troano Codex.)
